Pursuant to your call yesterday from the secretary to Congressman f $ *) 
Yihittington of Mississippi, I telephonically contacted the Congressman's 
secretary at the above time relative to the captioned organization and 
individuals. He was advised that Josepffly ftmp had operated as the Constitutional 
Educational League for a long period of time, that he has been generally 
described as violently anti-Conraunist and anti-Semitic, that much of his 
material is matters of public knowledge and correct, but that on the other 
hand, many of his statements and allegations have been found to be without ; 

substantiation. 


I informed the Congressman' 3 secretary that as In the case of all 
groups or individuals disseminating material alleged to be possibly of a type 
to engender class or group antagonisms, the Bureau had kapt itself informed of 
his numerous publications and of his activities so that interested Governmental 
agencies would have the data available and that all pertinent material had * 
been submitted to the Criminal Division of the Department of Justice for its ■ J 
information and consideration. In answer to his specific inquiry, I pointed 
out that no prosecutive action had ever been authorized concerning Mr. Kamp's 
activities and that this Bureau was, of course, in no position to make any 
statement as to the legality of Mr. Kamp' s actions or as to the question of 
his reliability or patriotism. 


Congressman’ YShittington's secretary advised me he was most 
appreciative of the Bureau's cooperation in this matter since the Congressman's 
correspondent is one of, the most influential men in Mississippi, and that he 
would treat my call as strictly confidential.

Fascist, and Communist symbols displayed thereon, and there is a list of 
several hundred organizations purporting^ to be subversive organizations 
and activities whose purpose is to destroy this Government and set up in 
« its place a new system of society based upon the collective concepts of 

Karl Marx. Contained in this map and directory is quite a lot of factual 
information, some of which we know to be correct. There is other informa- 
tion that we do not know to be correct,, but if it is, it indicates a very 
serious and dangerous situation in this country. We would like to know 
who Mr. Kemp and. Mr., Gill are, that is to say, whether they are reliable, 
patriotic American citizens. We would also like to know something about the 
reliability of the Constitutional Educational League and would thank you to 
* give us a confidential report upon them if you can and will do so." 


Congressman Tfnitting ton's Secretary stated that he would appre- 
ciate any information which the Bureau might have on this matter and that 
he could be reached on Extension 1001 at the Capitol. I told him that I 
would have this matter checked into at once, the. B ureau' s files

In addition# Lloyd stated that he had received two letters from 
making for donations to ths cause to assist the letter An hi® 
from the State Court of Worth Carolina, where he was being prosecuted.

It" is 
suggested that if a copy of such affidavit is- not already in., your 
records, a copy of it should be obtained,- if possible, and forwarded to 
us. It is also requested that thereafter such investigation as you nay 
find appropriate be conducted to determine the ultinate facts.

to you as to Smyths’ s whereabouts and activities during the time he was a

Concerning the reference to Joseph P# JKamp, you will recall, of 
course, that your office is presently conducting an Investigation of Kaap 
under the Registration Acts and that hie organisation, the Constitutional 
Educational League, though not named as a defendant, was mentioned in the 
indictment returned by a Grand Jury in the District of Columbia on July 23, 
1942, charging twenty-eight individuals with conspiracy to violate the 
Wartime Sedition Statutes# 

This matter should be handled immediately and your findings should 
be promptly referred to the Bureau in order that further consideration say be 
given to the question of the advisability of additional Investigation in tide 
matter#

Let Mr. Ackerman explain: 

"In, all governmental affairs the press is free only to report what 
is officially released ... 

"They are NOT free to investigate the war effort or to crusade 
and to report their findings," 

In short, the American press is no longer a free press but a FREEZE 
press. 

This means the American people are no longer as free as before. 

It means they are an uninformed people, and at least potentially 
a MISINFORMED people. 

They can have certain opinions and express them, as the editors do, 
but not SOUND ’opinions based on the essential substance of fact. 

Of course the people can he indifferent to this, and many of them are, 
But if the American people today are capable of indifference to what 
amounts to a loss of the Bill of Rights, they are of different character 
than earlier Americans who fought and died for it. 

The American people had better concern themselves with the rights 
of the press before they are beyond reclaim, lest all the rights they value 

get beyond reclaim,-..

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I Freedom or Slavery 

An Editorial 

Deaii Carl Ackerman of the Columbia university school of 
journalism has hurled some of the regimenters’ own jargon back 
at them. Under the cloak of war emergency, he says, the attempt 
is being made to freeze the Bill of Rights and to substitute freezing 
the press for freedom of the press. 

Dean Ackerman has posed the issue correctly. It is nothing 
less than the choice between freedom and slavery. The administra- 
tion is already engaged in a propaganda campaign for a so-called 
man power act which would giye dictatorial powers oyer the life 
of every citizen, powers which the administration intends to use 
coercively. But this system of state slavery is only a capstone of 
the monument of oppression which those w,ho seek to destroy 
American freedom have already erected. 

It is asserted that these oppressive powers of government are 
necessary to win the war, that they are to be exercised during the 
war period only, and then relinquished. Who, knowing the record 
of this administration, dares believe this! When has this ad- 
ministration ever yielded willingly any of the powers it has been 
granted, always in the name of some emergency or other? 

These restraints cover most of the fabric of civilian life. The 
government dictates w.hat we may buy and what we shall pay for 
it, who may have gasoline for his automobile and who may not, how 
we shall heat our houses and what we shall pay to rent them. One 
authority tells the landlord he will go to jail if he doesn’t keep his 
tenants as warm as he did a year ago, and another warns him that, 
he must do this on 75 per cent as much furnace oil, 

These controls on the physical life, vexing as they are, and 
unnecessary in some instances, are less dangerous than ^restraints 
that it is sought to impose on the mind of the citizen. A whole 
jargon of obfuscation and perversion has been invented to distract 
the citizen and make false claims upon his allegiance. . 

The citizen is loyal to his government. The enemies of freedom 
demand that same loyalty, as a matter of right, for the administra- 
tion. By this device the servants of the people affect til be their 
masters, and have the effrontery to assert that any attempt to 
replace them with servants more loyal to American ideals Is disloyal 
to the government itself, ; 

The same twjsted rhetoric is applied to the term "commander 
in chief." It is represented that the President, who is tlie people’s 
hired man, exercising civilian control of the armed forcesjfor them, 
is by .virtue of that misrepresented title empowered to imj»$e politi- 
cal orders that civilians are bound to obey. From this itjis only a 
step to Mayor Kelly’s vicious assertions that any one jwho sup- 
ports a Republican candidate is pleasing Hitler. \

The Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi League, yesterday called the attention of the 
F.B.I. to the use made by Joseph P. Kanp of the phrase “Freon the secret 
files of the F.B.I.” as a heading for sone pamphlets which are now being 
widely distributed by the so-called “Constitutional Educational League”, 
of which Kanp is the head. 

The “Constitutional Educational League”, which has offices in New York, 

New Haven, Conn., and Madison, Wisconsin, is one of the organizations 
named by the special grand jury of Washington in the sedition charges 
brought by the Department of Justice in July, 1942. The opening of the 
trials is set for next month. 

In its letter to P. E. Foxworth, Special Agent of the F.B.I. in charge 
of the New York area, the League calls attention to the fact that “the 
use of the phrase indicates that Kamp has obtained confidential information 
from the F.B.I., or that he pretends to have obtained it for the purpose 
of a better sale of his publication. We call upon you to take appropriate 
measures against Kamp and his Constitutional Educational League.”

In reviewing the above file. It is noted -in Bureau letter^kcbed 
October 9, 1941, instructions were set forth that JOSEPH P.j^AMP'should 
be interviewed by an Agent from this office. After ‘several attempts by 
an Agent to contact JOSEPH P. CAMP, regarding this interview, and at 'which 
time this Agent was informed that CAMP is rarely in New Haven, a letter 
dated November 6, 1941, was dispatched to the Bureau, with, a copy to the 
New York Field Division, by the then Special Agent in Charge, J« T. MADIGAN, 
to the effect that CAMP could not be contacted in New Haven, and requested 
that this interview be made by a Bureau Agent in the- New York District. 
Evidently, to date the New York Field Division has been unable to accom- 
plish this interview. 



During the investigation of instant case. Judge JOHN L. GILSON, 
who has been Judge of the Probate Court in .New Haven for over thirty years, 
advised that this League was originally founded in 1919 by ex-President 
WILLIAM H. TAFT. Judge GILSON stated that -TAFT sent Captain CHESTER 
AHANSEiJ to him :regarding this League and personally .vouched for Captain 
HANSEN. Judge GILSON also advised that he has knowledge that HANSEN was 
a captain in the Army in the last war. ’ He stated that he-was in close 
contact with HAN SHI for a number of years and considered him an honest, 
straightforward, patriotic individual. He also - stated that it is incom- 
prehensible that HANSEN could be connected with anything subversive. He 
reconn ended that HAN SHI be contacted directly concerning the above League.

Winchell’s ‘Trap’ Story 
Is Repu diated by F. B. I. 

U.S.Gave Out No False Rumors 
on Roosevelt Trip 

From the Herald Tribune Bureau 
WASHINGTON. Feb. 8.— The 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
vehemently denied all knowledge 
today of a report which originated 
In London and was revived again 
last night in a New York radio 
broadcast to the effect that twen- 
ty-two persons — some of them 
high in government circles — had 
been trapped when they relayed a 
message to Germany that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill were meeting in 
Canada. 

According to the stories, tyre 
IF. B. I., in an effort to stop a 
‘leak” in Washington, put out a 
purposely misleading story at the 
time of the Casablanca confer- 
ences that the President and 
Prime Minister were meeting in 
Canada. The idea apparently was 
to see whether and how quickly 
this false story would reach Ger- 
many, and to apprehend, if pos 
sible, the persons who sent the 
message. Less than twenty-four 
hours later, according to the story, 
the German short-wave radio an- 
nounced the false news’ of the 
Canadian meeting, and as a result 
the men involved were trapped. 

A spokesman for J. Edgar 
Hoover, chief of the F. B. I.,>was 
ready to answer questions about 
the story today. He began by, say- 
ing that he had been, answering 
them all throughout last night 
since the radio broadcast of Wal 


ter Winchell, columnist for “The 
Daily Mirror” of New York, had 
revived the reports. 

The spokesman said there was* 
no, false rumor circulated, there 
were no men taken into custody by i 
the F. B. I, And further “the F. 
B.' I. knows nothing about this 
particular case.” 

Efforts to check the War De- 
partment’s G-2 (Army Intelli- 
gence) as to the veracity of the 
report, likewise proved unavailing. 
However, the War Department 
facetiously suggested that “since 
Mr. Winchell is a commodore of 
some sort, you’d better contact 
the Navy.” 

Navy Department officials said 
they knew nothing of the matter, 
and the next suggestion was that 
the F. B. I. be contacted since 
every one knows J. Edgar Hoover 
feeds such stuff to Mr. Winchell.” 
Apprised of this the Hoover 
spokesman denied that Mr. Hoover 
feeds out anything to any one.

I Freedom or Slavery 

AnEditoritl 


; Dm Carl Ackerman of the Columbia university school of 
journalism has hurled some of the regimenters' own jargon hack 
at them. Under the cloak of war emergency, he says, the attempt 
is being made to freeze the Bill of Rights and to substitute freezing 
the press for freedom of the press. 

Dean Ackerman has posed the issue correctly; It is nothing 
less than the choice between freedom and slavery. The administra- 
tion is already engaged in a propaganda campaign for r so-called 
man power act which would give dictatorial powers over the life 
bf every citizen, powers which the administration intends to use 
coercively, But this system of state slavery is only a capstone of 
the monument of oppression which those who seek to destroy 


It is asserted that these oppressive powtts el jevttMttl Wt 
necessary to win the war, that they are to be exercised during the 
war period only, and then relinquished. Who, knowing the record 
of this administration, dares believe this! When has this ad- 
ministration ever yielded willingly any of the powers it has been 
granted, always in the name of some emergency or other? 

These restraints cover most of the fabric of civilian life. The 
government dictates what we may buy and what we shall pay for 

iti who may have gasoline for his automobile and who may not, how 

we shall heat our houses and what we shall pay to rent them. One 
authority tells the landlord he will go to jail if he doesn’t keep his 
tenants as warm as he did a year ago, and another warns him that 
he must do this on 75 per cent as much furnace oil. 

These controls on the physical life, vexing as they are, and 
unnecessary in some instances, are less dangerous than the restraints 
that it is sought to impose on the mind of the citizen. A whole 
jargon of obfuscation and perversion has been invented to distract 
the citizen and make false claims upon his allegiance. 

The citizen is loyal to his government. The enemies of freedom 
demand that same loyalty, as a matter of right, for the administra- 
tion. By this device the servants of the people affect to be their 
masters, and have the effrontery to assert that any attempt to 
replace them with servants more loyal to American ideals is disloyal 
fto the government itself. 

The same twisted rhetoric is applied to the term “commander 
in chief.”- It is represented that the President, who is the people's 
hired man, exercising civilian control of the armed forces for them, 
is by virtue of that misrepresented title empowered to impose politi- 
cal orders that civilians are bound to obey. From this it is only a 
step to Mayor Kelly's vicious assertions that any one who sup- 
‘ rts a Reoublbn candidate is pleasing Hitler. • - -

In accordance with your request there .is attached a summary ■ 

memorandum on the information contained in the Bureau’s files concerning 
the Constitutional Educational League and Joseph E^feuap. 

In this connection the following' correspondence has been had be- 
tween the Bureau and the Department: > 

On March 10, 1941, the Attorney General was advised by memorandum of 
the information in the Bureau's files and his opinion was requested as to 
possible violations of Federal statutes by the League. 

The Criminal Division replied under date of June 6, 1941, that the 
facts presented did not constitute a violation of any law. It was stated in 
this memorandum to the Bureau that no further investigation was desired. 

On September 4, 1941, the publication "The Fifth Column Conspiracy 
in America," issued by the League, was forwarded to the Attorney General, and 
his advice was requested as to what action he desired the Bureau to take. 

On September 22, 1941, the Attorney General advised that he did not 
believe the publication of this pamphlet constituted a violation of any 
criminal statute. He also advised that the statement contained in the pub- 
lication to the effect that on June 26, 1941, the Department of Justice 
notified all Federal attorneys to hold up prosecution against Soviet Agents 
was erroneous. He suggested that if an Agent should have occasion to contact 


<Q*fthe League it should be ascertained what basis*there was for the claims made 
in the publication, and he further requested ^h^ the-person interviewed should 
be advised that no such instructions were i^sro^uy the Department of* Justice.

Sages Again" both attack John L. herds and the CIO. lewis is accused 
of being "oomuniatically inclined" and “a traitor to labor." It is a definite 
attempt to show that the CIO is a Cwaaunist front group.

“The Fifth Column in Washington" was published in June, 1940, and 
contains a list of employees of the Government who are alleged to bo Caaaunists 
or Communist sympathisers. Among those listed are Robert Lovett, Secretary of 
the Virgin Islands; Robert H. Jackson, then Attorney General of tho United 
dtates; Harold Ickes, Secretary of the Interior; and Uadame Perkins, Secretary 
of Labor. This booklet also stated that no criticism can be made of the 
excellent work done by the F3I but it must be remembered that the Director is a 
subordinate of the Attorney General and the F3I by Itself is helpless. 

“The Fifth Column in the South" points out th© alleged dangerous 
growth of Communism in that part of the country and accuses Hr 3 . Roosevelt 
of heading the Communist movement by her financial assistance to the Highlander 
Folk School at Hont eagle, Tennessee. It al3o attacks the spread of the CIO 
through the South and states tliat the Communists and the CIO were working 
together particularly naong the southern negroes. 

"The Fifth Column versus the Dies Committee" advocates continuance 
of this committee. It accuses the Department of Justice of alleged attempts 
to bring the Dies Committee into ill repute. 

"Tho Fifth Column Conspiracy in America" is a map which purports to 
indicate the various H&sl , Fascist, and Communist spots in the United states. 

The pamphlet "Why Win the War and Lose What we 1 re Fighting For," 
seems to be a follow-up to the pamphlet “The Fifth Column In Washington." 

It reiterates in substance the complaint of the Dies Committee tl.at “Reds" 
have infiltrated into leading positions in our government . it concludes 
with a form letter on the back page urging the President “to purge the 
government of those un-American elements." it requests that this letter be 
sent to tho President* 


"Dative Hazi Purge Plot," is primarily concerned with present 


political developments, aad charges that the present administration is attempt- 
ing to purge both the Senate and the House of Representatives of those 
who did not support the administration *3 foreign policy prior to the i*ar« It 
criticizes the publication entitled "The Hour™ an anti-Nazi news sheet published 
in New York City; The Union for Democratic Action; The Communist .Party; The 
Council for Democracy; friends of Democracy, and other organizations, inferring 
both by direct statement and innuendo that these organizations are Communist 
dominated* The pamphlet also contains various statements lauding the activities 
of the Dies Committee * 

The pamphlet “Department of Justice Memorandum Rei National Negro 
Congress," carried the words “Dtrictly Confidential," and "from the secret 
files of the FBI" on the cover* This pamphlet contains an outline of the 
background and activities of the National Negro Congress. While praising the 
work of the 3ureau the articles accuses the Department of failing to make an 
honest effort to "ful fi l l the mandato of Congress" concerning subversive 
elements in the Government* 

"Department of Justice Memorandum Ret American Youth Congress" also 
carries the words "Jtrictly Confidential* and "from the secret files of the 
P31" on the cover. Thi3 pamphlet is similar to that on the National Negro 
Congress and after outlining the American Youth Congress, contains the same

"ihat’s Cookin’ 1 purports to tell the "truth" about the rationing of 
sugar, rubber, end gas, and attempts to show a great amount of confusion among 
various Government agencies as' to tho necessity of the rationing of the above 
articles* 


The letterhead of the League reflects it was founded in 1919 as a 
non-political and a non-profit organization* In the immediate years prior to 
its incorporation In 1VD7 and for a time thereafter it had a group of sponsors* 
Concerning ti.ese original sponsors the Chamber of Commerce, New Haven, Connecti- 
cut, reports they appear above question* It is rumored that many of them 
resigned because the group had strayed from its original purpose* 

The League is operated by Joseph P« Kamp at New York City, where the 
volume of the business is conducted by Chester A* Hanson, Secretary at New 
Haven, Connecticut; and by John K* Waters, the Midwestern head at Madison, 
Wisconsin* The New Haven branch appears mors active than the Madison office* 
Ramp appears to be the leader of the League* 

Numerous reports have been received that the organization is pro- 
Axis* To date no information has been developed indicating the League i3 a 
subversive organization* On one occasion Gerald £• Winrod, Wichita, Kansas, 
wrote a form letter endorsing the League’s publication "The Fifth Column in 
Washington." 
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Detailed infomatioo concerning the financial condition of the t 
league, covering the period of January 1 to December %, 1939, showed total 
receipts of $44,787.23, and disbursements of 133,493.47 for the period i 
reported* ■ ' i .

I'he agency to which the iin&nei&l statement was submitted attempted 
m a subsequent occasion to faring the financial condition of tue league, up to 
date arid accordingly submitted a regular questionnaire requesting the pertinent 
material. The league on this oocuaion did not supply a financial statement 
but advised In effect taut during the twelve-month period of I 94 O over five 
million pieces of literature were distributed including booklets, pamphlets and 
"throw-aways * s speakers representing the league appeared before hundreds of 
gatherings, ranging In site itm. twenty-five to five thousand persons. The 
league cited as ad example its activities in the dtate of Wisconsin, where 
one of its representatives spoke te assemblies of nearly one half tne schools 
and colleges, sometimes making five appearances in one day. As a result mass 
.meetings occurred which were sponsored Jointly by the American legion,

Advice was received from Mr. Tolson* s office that Miss 
Mayhew in the office of Congressman Hancock (New York), Extension 
618 at the Capitol, had called to inquire concerning the captioned i organization. 
Pursuant to Mr. Tolson* s desire conveyed to me by Mrs. Skillman, I called 
Miss Mayhew and advised her generally that this organization is the name used / 
by Joseph P. Kamp who has for several years published an ti-C caraunist and anti- 
Semitic material. I info me d her that all such material has been furnished the 
Criminal Division of the Department of Justice, but to date they have found 
nothing upon which they could base a charge that he has violated any Federal 
laws. 

y Miss Mayhew advised that the reference booklet was sent in by a Mr. 

E. E jxHelmstetter. 261 Buckingham Avenue, Syracuse, New York, who wrote a long 
letter complaining that he had been forced out of business by the Government's 
current policies and that he is unable to secure employment even though he has 
applied to Civil Service and the War Manpower Commission. Miss < Mayhew advised 
that Congressman Hancock had asked her to check on the above organization since 
Helmstetter has a German sounding name and the pamphlet he sent in with his ‘ 
letter quotes material allegedly contained in the official files of the FBI 
and is very critical of the infiltration of Communists and Jews into the Govern- 
ment. 

I, of course, informed Miss Mayhew that we had received copies of the 
particular publication and that its inference that it had information directly 
from our files was absolutely untrue, that this Bureau' had never furnished any 
information to Kamp or the Constitutional Educational League. I pointed out to 
her that this, of course, did not mean that the FBI does not have the same infor- 
mation in its files since we do furnish' such data to other Governmental agencies 
and he might have seen it that way. v
